Astronaut Debriefings Start

SPACE CENTER, Houston 


(AP) — Apollo 15's astronauts, 
reunited with their 
families 


after a month's separation, 
today start the long series of 
debriefings 
that will give 


scientists, engineers and doctors 
the minute details of their 
historic moon journey. 


In the Lunar 
Receiving 


Laboratory, geologists 
are 


preparing to open the first of the 
moon rock boxes the astronauts 
returned from Hadley Base. 


David R. Scott, James B. 


Irwin and Alfred M. Worden 
spend the morning undergoing 
extensive medical examination. 
In the afternoon they shift to 
technical sessions to answer 
questions about the 12-day 
voyage that took Scott and Irwin 
to the surface of the moon for 67 
hours of exploration among the 
highest lunar mountains and 


along an ancient canyon. 


Following 
splashdown 


Saturday, doctors aboard the 
recovery 
carrier Okinawa 


pronounced 
all 
three ad- 


venturers in good condition ^, 


An Air Force C141 transport, 


flew the astronauts from Hawaii 
to nearby Ellington Air Force 
Base Sunday night, and the men 
rushed into the embrace of their 
families — a first for a moon- 
landing crew. 


The three previous crews had 


to spend 
three weeks in 


quarantine, but experts con- 
cluded that moonmen bring 
back no harmful germs and 
eliminated the isolation for 
Apollo 15. 


So Scott and Irwin rushed into 


the arms of their wives and 
daughters. Worden, who is 
divorced, clutched his two 
daughters. It was the first time 
the astronauts had been with 
their families since the Fourth 


of July weekend. 


A crowd of about 2,500 who 


braved a drizzling rain cheered 
and waved banners and flags 
while a band in Scottish kilts 
-jliyc ' "Fly Me To Tb^ "foon." 


Scott told the assemblage tnat 


he saw the full moon from the 
Okinawa Sunday before dawn. 


"As I looked at it, I felt a little 


homesick," he said. "If you go 
some place as beautiful and as 
fascinating as that and you 
spend three very intense days, 
you really get attached to it." 


Irwin told the crowd, which 


included several Space Center 
workers, that he thought often 
while in space of "the genius 
that created such beautiful 
machinery, the people who put it 
all together and finally the 
people on the ground who helped 
us operate it. 


Arriving with the astronauts 


were about 100 pounds of moon 
rocks, sealed in airtight con-

year treaty of "peace, friend- 
ship and cooperation" today 
which in effect put the Russians 
firmly on the side of the Indians 
in their potentially explosive 
dispute with Pakistan. 


Foreign Minister Swaran 


Singh said the treaty should 
provide a "stabilizing factor in 
favor of peace" in Asia. "It is 
also a treaty of nonaggression," 
he told cheering members of 
parliament when he informed 
them of the pact signed two 
hours earlier by him and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Groniyko. 


The 12-article treaty does not 


commit either country to give 
military aid automatically to the 
other in the event of an attack by 
a third nation. Instead, the key 
ninth article says:

It is, therefore, in 
essence, a treaty of peace 
against war." 


But with tensions between 


India and Pakistan mounting 
steadily over the Pakistani 


army's repression of the in- 
dependence movement in East 
Pakistan and the flight of 7 
million East Pakistani refugees 
to India, the treaty could set the 
stage for a new confrontation in 
which Russia would side with 
India and Communist with 
Pakistan. 


Indian officials, in briefings 


with newsmen, have made clear 
that they expect the United 
States also to back Pakistan, an 
ally with America in the Central 
Treaty Organization and the 
Southeast 
Asia 
Treaty 


Organization. 


Pakistan and Peking have 


maintained close relations ever 
since China's 1962 border 
clashes with India, while the 
Soviet Union has been close to 
India and its main supplier of 
arms. 


Relations between India and 


the United States are rapidly 
deteriorating also because of 


continued U. S. arms shipments 
to Pakistan. During a meeting 
with newsmen last week, a 
government spokesman said the 
"highest levels of the State 
Department and White House" 
were using their prestige "to 
shore up and back up the 
Pakistan regime." 


The 
Indian 
and 
Soviet 


governments also have both 
been alarmed by the recent 
thaw between the Communist 
Chinese and American govern- 
ments. 


The new Soviet-Indian treaty 


apparently was worked out in 
highly secret 
negotiations 


concluded before Gromyki's 
arrival Sunday on what had 
appeared to be a hastily 
arranged visit occasioned by the 
threat of war between India and 
Pakistan.

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Greaf 'War Secret' Hoax 


At one time the hoax was a staple of journalistic fare Few, 


however, reached the classic proportions of that pulled by con- 
servative spokesman William F. Buckley Jr., in his magazine 
National Review. 


The secret of a classic hoax lies in its believability, of course; 


and believe Buckley's 14-page revelation of "The Secret Papers 
They Didn't Publish" they did. Even the arch-liberal Washington 
Post, which made much of the purloined Pentagon Papers, studied 
the National Review's story and accepted it solemnly as gospel. 


The reason, as Buckley indicated when he admitted the hoax, 


was that although written out of thin air, the faked material was 
"inherently plausible," and quite possibly was representative of 
actual reports made to the government but not stolen by Dan 
Ellsberg or not selected for publication by the New York Times and 
Washington Post The fact that the Post studied Buckley's story for 
two days before publicly accepting it as authentic suggests the 
possibility that some such reports were indeed among Ellsberg's 
loot 


The tenor of the imagined papers was directly opposite to that 


of the hawkish ones published by the Times and Post. Their ac- 
ceptance proves, Buckley feels, that "it was inherently plausible 
that back before the Vietnam War erupted in 1965, American 
strategic consultants made a few basic recommendations" which if 
followed might have avoided our being trapped in a long, deadly 
war the nature of which the American people could not fully un- 
derstand and the length and cost of which they could not long ac- 
cept. 


A secondary purpose of Buckley's stunt was to demonstrate 


that "forged documents would be widely accepted as genuine 
provided their content was inherently plausible." 


The extent of the acceptance astonished even him.

It soon became noticeable that 


Kennedy was losing some of his 
senatorial power This was first 
shown in committee votes, with 
many of those who formerly had 
almost invariably went along 
with him now either voting 
against him, or abstaining. 


This same pattern 
soon 


became evident in the Senate as 
a whole When Kennedy took the 


floor to speak, there was more 
readiness to question him, put 
him on the spot, and to no longer 
go along with his arguments 
merely because of his name. 
More and more, the senator has 
been losing support for his 
proposals 


The over-riding evidence of 


this came when Sen. Robert 
Byrd unseated Kennedy as 
Senate 
Democratic 
Whip. 


During Kennedy's long and 
frequent absences, Byrd had 
been doing the whip's work and 
when 
he 
asked 
other 


Democratic senators to support 
him, 
a vast majority of them 


did. 


AN ILLUSTRATION of 


Kennedy's waning power came 
only last week when the Senate 
was debating the Sugar Act 
quotas. Kennedy, giving a 
largely 
emotional 
appeal, 


proposed an amendment to 
squeeze 
out South Africa 


because of that country's racial 
policies. 
It didn't take Louisiana Sen. 


Russell Long but a few minutes 
to shoot 
down 
Kennedy's 


arguments and go on to defeat 
the amendment. In fact, Ken- 


nedy's amendment would have 
taken South Africa's sugar 
quota and divided it among 
several countries — some of 
which are much less democratic 
than South Africa itself. 


Sen. 
Fred Harris and Sen 


Alan Cranston came to Ken- 
nedy's aid during the debate, but 
to no avail 
Sen 
Long's 


arguments were so logical and 
convincing that even arch 
liberals such as Sens. Daniel 
Inouye of Hawaii, and Gale 
McGee of Wyoming voted with 
him. 


All of this is not to say that 


Kennedy is completely devoid of 
friends and followers in the U. S. 
Senate. Some liberals still keep 
close contact, consult with 
Kennedy, and if they don't 
always actively support him, 
they at least do not openly op- 
pose him Sen. John Tunney of 
California is one such. 


AND THERE are some, also, 


who still believe in the magic of 
the Kennedy name and urge the 
senator to run for president. But 
it is a safe bet he will not, at 
least in 1972, for the ghost of 
Martha's Vineyard still hovers 
over Edward Kennedy

Concerning Mr Rogers' statement announcing our decision to 


support Red China's entry into the United Nations, a few ob- 
servations: 


1. The President is pledged to "stand by our friends," which 


means in this case Nationalist China (hereinafter, Taiwan), and 
Mr Rogers did not disappoint us insofar as he announced that the 
United States would support a two-China policy, i.e. one seat (the 
major seat, the one that takes with it a seat in the Security Council) 
for Red China, a second seat for Taiwan. Moreover, it was quickly 
explained that the United States would vote to consider the ex- 
clusion of Taiwan as an "important question," requiring a two- 
thirds majority of the General Assembly Whether the Security 
Council would have the authority to veto, in this special set of 
circumstances, is not clear 
Now the Taiwanese have all along said that they will not sit in New 
York alongside the Red Chinese, and vice versa. We must assume 
that the Red Chinese have modified their position at least to the 
point of permitting a general discussion of the matter in the 
chancelleries of the world with a backdrop fo silence, not counting 
its perfunctory refusal to engage in a discussion 
the matter right 


now. 


On the other hand, we do not know what Red China proposes to 


do at the end of the line. If the U N votes to give her the China seat 
on the Security Council, and the Taiwanese agree, however 
grudgingly, to stay in the U N , will Red China go along? Or would 
she, at that point, turn her back on the U.N. as she has historically 
promised to do9 


By the same token, Taiwan would need to reverse a previous 


pledge, should it decide to accept Red Chinese incorporation by the 
U.N. There will no doubt be great pressures put on Taiwan to be 
reasonable—or will there9 


It is clear that the objective of the Nixon Administration, at this 


point, is detente with Red China. If we have reason to believe that 
Red China will be ultimately intransigent, then there is reason to 
put less than total pressure on Taiwan In other words, there is 
official reason to hope, however surreptitiously, that Taiwan will 
indeed walk out of the U.N., leaving moot the question of kicking

her out. That way, the U.S. government would have put up a public 
fight for her old friend, and, lugubriously, lost; because of the 
friend's obduracy. And Red China would coast in having won the 
day. 


The thing to look for, obviously, is the kind of pressure being put 


on Taiwan. It won't be readily visible. But with the senators 
nowadays giving us blow by blow accounts of what even the CIA is 
doing in the area, we should get a fair idea, before long, what it is 
that the United States really desires Taiwan to do. If we really 
desire Taiwan out, that means that, at Peking, Chou En-lai did not 
give Henry Kissinger even one one-hundredth of a bloom. 


2. Mr. Rogers' rhetoric is, really, truly unguarded. He said 


exactly what one would have expected him to say about the 
universality of the United Nations, etc., etc. He even said: "In 
October, 1969, President Nixon said with regard to Latin America 
that 'we must deal realistically with governments .. as they are.' " 


Okay, so why haven't we recognized Castro's Cuba? Those who 


say that Mr. Nixon's position on China has obviously matured into 
the current belief in universality of membership will have to cope 
with the extremely sharp rejoinder given by Mr. Nixon to a 
questioner who, during the President's appearance before the 
American Society of Newspaper Editors last spring, wondered 
why, post Ping Pong, we don'ttecognize Castro Cuba. But we saw 
then the very same Mr. Nixon whose lips once spoke the lines, 
"What was really at stake was that admitting Red China to the 
United Nations would be a mockery of the provisions of the charter 
which limits its membership to 'peace-loving nations.' And what 
was most disturbing was that it would give respectability to the 
Communist regime, which would immensely increase its power 
and prestige in Asia and probably irreparably weaken the non- 
Communist governments in that area." 


Why didn't Secretary Rogers select a rhetoric which would 


acknowledge these positions, and explain the logical evolution from 
position A to position Z? After all, he is a very good lawyer, and 
must have defended difficult situations before. Or is it that he has 
always guarded against defending impossible theses? Preferring 
simply to ignore them?

Hughes Sent Scribbled Orders To Officials 


Staples in Our Staples 


By JACK ANDERSON 


LAS VEGAS — From his 


penthouse hermitage, Howard 
Hughes used to issue orders to 
public officials as if they were 
hired hands 


We have obtained copies of the 


secret, scribbled instructions he 
handed down to his Nevada 
foreman, Robert Maheu 


For four years, the nation's 


richest man lived as a recluse in 
a clinically sealed penthouse 
above Las Vegas' neon glitter 
He grew a long white beard and 
acquired a multimillion-dollar 
collection of gambling casinos 
and silver mines. 


To ramrod this dazzling 


empire, he hired Maheu, an ex- 
FBI agent, who had been 
operating a private Mission 
Impossible 
agency 
in 


Washington, D 
C 
One 
of 


Maheu's secret missions had 
been to recruit an assassination 
team that attempted, first, to 
slip poison into Cuban Dictator 
Fidel Castro's food and, later, to 
gun him down from a Havana 
rooftop 


Not even Maheu ever saw the 


elusive Hughes, who kept out of 
sight 
in his 
neon-lit 
lair 


surrounded only by six male 
nursemaid-bodyguards 
Maheu 


got all his orders by telephone or 
in writing 


Now Hughes has disappeared 


from Nevada as mysteriously as 
his dark-of-night arrival four 
years earlier But his hand- 
written 
monies 
to 
Maheu 


remain behind under court seal 


GOVERNOR'S ROLE 


These mernos indicate Paul 


Laxalt, while he was governor of 
Nevada, wa« deeply involved in 
helping Hughes acquire some of 
the state's most glamorous 
gambling palaces Even the 


head of the FBI in Las Vegas, 
Harold "Red" Campbell, was 
pressed into assisting Hughes 
with his acquisitions, according 
to the memos 


Nevada's two Senators, Alan 


Bible and Howard Cannon, were 
reported in the memos to be 
running interference for Hughes 
in Washington 


When the Justice Department 


threatened to go to court to block 
Hughes from amassing more 
casinos, Maheu reported to the 
penthouse that "many friends in 
Washington" had intervened 
Among them, he said, was 
Senate Judiciary Chairman 
James Eastland, D-Miss 


In 1968, Hughes tried un- 


successfully 
to take over 


Harrah's famous 
gambling 


emporiums at Reno and Lake 
Tahoe He scribbled impatient 
instructions to Maheu 


"I feel," wrote Hughes, "the 


Gov should point out to Harrah 
the obvious unfairness in en- 
couraging us for six months to 
believe the price will be based 
upon the general formula I 
spelled out and then a complete 
reversal of his position and a 
demand that we pay for the 
Tahoe Club alone the identical 
price he had been quoting for the 
two clubs combined in one 
package 


"I feel the Gov ought to ex- 


plain to Harrah that you don't 
treat friends in this way Let's 
have the Gov working on this " 


It was Hughes' attempt to buy 


the Stardust in Las Vegas, 
however, that finally got him 
into trouble with the Justice 
Department's antitrust division 
in 1968 


Yet he wrote Maheu: "I feel 


that since the Governor. . (has) 
gone out on a limb to sponsor 
this deal, we are obligated to go 


through with it. And that goes 
even though Laxalt may say we 
are free to do as we wish. . .We 
must close the transaction." 


But later, Hughes apparently 


wavered in his thinking. He 
wrote Maheu on March 14, 1968- 
"Are you sure that we should go 
ahead with this deal instead of 
taking this opportunity to offer 
the Gov a compromise which 
will place him in debt to us for a 
lung time to come?" 


G-MAN IMPLICATED 


Hughes was also getting some 


static over his acquisitions from 
George Dickerson, then a 
member of the Nevada Gaming 
Commission. For the billionaire 
was dickering not only to take 
over the Stardust but the Silver 
Slipper and Silver Nugget 
casinos as well 


"Bob," Hughes instructed 


Maheu, "I approve heartily of 
arranging a meeting between 
you and Dickerson and the 
Nevada head of the FBI I urge 


you prearrange with the above 
head of the FBI that he will 
explain 
to Dickerson 
the 


urgency of our buying out the 
Stardust and Slipper operating 
groups. 


"At this same meeting, please 


try to arrange that Mr FBI of 
Nevada will convince Dickerson 
also of the likewise importance 
of our buying out the Sil Nug. of 
NLV necause of the criminal 
element now gathering there " 


Paul Laxalt, who retired from 


the governorship this year to 
return to private law practice, 
told us he had merely made 
appointments to help Hughes 
build up his Nevada empire. 


"We thought heavy Hughes 


involvement in Nevada was 
healthy," Laxalt explained He 
said he had turned down 
overtures from Hughes to join 
Hughes' organization "I gave 
him a hand-written memo in- 
dicating I couldn't join him," 
said Laxalt

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Reagan Concession- 
There'!! Be New Taxes 


SACRAMENTO (AP)— Gov. 


Reagan has taken another small 
side-step around the complex 
issue of tax reform, finally 
arriving squarely opposite his 
firm "no-new taxes" position in 
the start of the year. 


"There will have to be a tax 


increase this year," Reagan has 
admitted. He cited a budget 
deficit of $300 million. 


A sagging state economy— 


which has cut deeply into 
projected 
revenues 
from 


present state taxes—and a 
Democrat-controlled legislature 
have forced most of Reagan's 
change of position. 


But the Republican governor 


switched Friday, without any 
obvious pressure, on the issue of 
combining a tax increase with 
tax reform which calls for 
boosting state sales and income 
taxes to provide property tax 
relief. 


Reagan conceded for the first 


time six weeks ago that he might 
have to sign a tax increase bill if 
the legislature did not pass his 
welfare and MediCal reforms 
and 
give 
him 
payroll 


withholding of state personal 
income taxes. 


But he remained adamant 


that it was possible to balance 
the budget without nex taxes 
and that tax reform should r.of 
be used as a vehicle for hiding a 
tax increase. 


He finally abandoned both 


positions publicly for the first 
time in the final sentence of a 
prepared statement announcing 
final bipartisan agreement on 
welfare reform. 


"In the process of getting the 


tools to achieve our goals, we 
gave up on some points—which 
reduced by about half the money 
we had hoped to save this year. 
In addition, the delay in im- 
plementation has already cost 
millions of dollars which cannot 
be retrieved," Reagan said 


Joint School District 
Studying Separation 


GUSTINE (AP)— Newman 


and Gustine, two San Joaquin 
Valley neighbors who let their 
school districts get married four 
years ago, now are con- 
templating divorce. 


Citizens will vote Sept. 14 to 


decide if they want to split up the 
Newman-Gustine Joint Unified 
School District. 


The election here and one the 


same day in Modoc County will 
mark the first time districts will 
have voted to end a merger in 
the 26-year history of California 
school unification. 


"There have never been cases 


like this before, but some of 
these districts were formed to 
find out what would happen," 
said Floyd Taylor, state school 
unification chief. 


Unification at Wheatland was 


voided through legal errors in 
the election approving it, but no 
districts have held votes to 
break up a unified district, he 
said in a telephone interview 
from his Sacrmento office, 
Friday. 


Voters will not be deciding 


whether to deunify the Newman 
Gustine and Modoc districts but 
only whether to divide them into 
smaller unified districts. 


The state Board of Education 


authorized the elections on that 
basis, he said, because "We 
would consider it a loss for the 
unification program if they went 
back to old forms—Separate 
elementary and high school 
districts." 


Some Gustine area citizens 


have pushed the split here, 
primarily because they don't 
want their high school closed as 
has been discussed by trustees, 
said Floyd Shelby, Merced 
county 
superintendent 
of 


schools. Orestimba High, which 
serves Newman area students 
across the line in Stanislaus 
County, is located four miles 
from Gustine High. 


The proposal is to form two 


smaller unified districts of about 
1,500 students each, one on the 
Stanislaus side, the other on the 
Merced side, Shelby said. 


Shelby contended the dispute 


does not involve the education 
the unified district provides, but 
instead a historical division 
between Newman and Gustine 
residents. "They've had a very 
good unified school system," he 
said. "No one's ever made a 
complaint about the system." 


Oldtimers report feuding land 


barons set up their own set- 
tlements six miles apart a 
century ago, Shelby said. A man 
named Newman reportedly 
started that town, so the founder 
of the Miller-Lux farm empire 
developed a rival community 
down the road and gave it the 
name of his daughter, Gustine. 


"The two communities have 


been fighting back and forth for 
years," Shelby added. 


He explained the district's two 


areas—Tule Lake and Modoc— 
are separated by 75 miles of 
rugged mountains, making it 
geographically difficult for the 
areas to work together. 


"Therefore, whatever tax 


reform action is taken by the 
legislature will have to include 
additional revenues to cover 
these shortages." 


Responding to questions of 


newsmen, Reagan added up at 
least $300 million of unmet 
spending that will have to be 
met by new taxes. More than 
$200 million of that is from the 
revenue gap from sagging state 
tax collections. The rest is to 
balance the welfare and Medi- 
Cal budgets. 


However, 
Reagan's con- 


cession on including new taxes 
in a tax reform measure does 
not avert a major partisan 
battle on the massive tax plan. 


tDemocrats already have the 
money Reagan needs in their 
$1.6 billion tax reform bill on the 
Assembly floor, and the new 
revenue is raised in the same 
manner Reagan has proposed, 
with some minor variations. 


California To Get 
Bulk Of U.S. Public 
Service Allotments 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 


California is due to get the lion's 
share of a $1 billion funding 
program to provide 173,000 
public service jobs, mainly for 
Vietnam veterans. 


The U.S. Senate, by 68-10, 


passed the bill, which will give 
California $100.4 million for the 
first of a two-year program. 
President Nixon endorsed the 
measure and is expected to sign 
it into law. 


A spokesman for the state 


Department 
of 
Human 


Resources said in Sacramento 
the federal program could 
provide 25,000 jobs for unem- 
ployed Californians. The jobs 
would range from police and fire 
to clerk-typist to highly skilled 
aerospace positions. 


He said 28 of the largest 


counties and 35 cities would 
qualify for the federal funds, 
which must be matched on the 
state level. 
Eligibility 
is 


determined by the degree of 
unemployment in an area. 


The qualified cities include 


Los Angeles, San Francisco, San 
Diego, 
San 
Bernardino, 


Oakland, Sacramento, San Jose, 
Santa Clara, Pasadena and 
Anaheim. 


Unemployment in California 


dropped last month from 7.2 to 7 
per cent, still showing many 
areas above the 4.5-per cent 
minimum needed to qualify for 
the federal job funds. 


The jobless rate in Los 


Angeles County, for instance, 
although showing a decline, was 
6.9 per cent in July.

The plastic overcoat prevents 


food particles and bacteria from 
becoming lodged in fissures- 


Two years after application 99 


per cent of the treated areas on 
permanent teeth and 87 per cent 
on "baby" teeth were free of 
decay, while areas not treated 
on the other side of the same 
childrens' mouths showed decay 
in 60 per cent of the permanent 
and 38 per cent of the first teeth. 


COMBATTING PHOBIAS 


To overcome phobias, British 


psychiatrists advise intentional 
exposure to the feared object or 
situation. 


They encouraged patients to 


approach cats, spiders, feathers 
or whatever frightened them, as 
closely and as quickly as they 
could, and to stay in contact 
until anxiety declined, says 
Modern Medicine.

From experience with drug 


users age 10 to 19, Dr. Paul 
Laybourne finds they fall into 
two groups—those who are 
angry and want their own way, 
and those who feel very 
alienated and who can't talk to 
or love anyone. 


Laybourne,

psychiatry and pediatrics at the 
University of Kansas Medical 
Center, says the angry youths 
usually confront angry parents. 
The alienated ones are so 
unhappy they will try anything, 
but aren't likely to confront 
anyone. 


SACRAMENTO (AP)— For 


the first time in four years, the 
state's unemployment rate has 
dropped 
for four 
straight 


months, the State Department of 
Human Resources Envelopment 
reported. 


The department said the July 


rate was 7 per cent, two-tenths 
of one per cent below June's 
rate. 


Department director Alan C. 


Nelson said Friday the latest 
drop was "certainly gratifying 
...and contrasts rather obviously 
with last year's rise of seven 
points during the same period." 


Warnings Against 
Eating Mussels 
in Summertime 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 


Patrick Gaerlan, a 25-year-old 
Daly City filling station operator 
who was near death over the 
weekend from mussel poisoning, 
was 
recovering 
at 
St. 


Mary's Hospital today. 


Docotrs said Gaerlan's life 


was saved by a respirator when 
he was brought in late Thursday 
with his arms, legs and chest 
muscles paralyzed and unable to 
breathe 


Six other young men who 


helped him dispose of mussles 
he had harvested at Rockaway 
Beach near Pacifica also were 
affected, but only two others 
were hospitalized for ob- 
servation, doctors said. 


Dr. Louis B. Sayoor, director 


of the State Department of 
Public Health, emphasized that 
the state prohibits taking 
mussels from May to October 
because the bivalves feed on a 
poison-producing plankton and 
concentrate the poison in their 
muscles and digestive system. 


There is no known antidote for 


the poison, which strikes at the 
human nervous system and 
results in paralyzed muscles. 


Since 1924 there have been 391 


cases of mussel poisoning in the 
state, 30 of them fatal 


Nelson conceded, however, 


that he could not predict that the 
salutary downward trend would 
continue.

Cranston was a chief leader in 
the issue, approved 49-48. 


Cranston 
explained 
his

guaranteed loan, saying that the 
matter of jobs for many of his 
constituents was the greatest. 


He said other reasons include 


the fact that by denying the $250 
million loan guarantee, it would 
have cost the government $500 
million in lost taxes, unem- 
ployment benefits and welfare. 


In addition, he said, govern- 


ment bears some responsibility 
for Lockheed being in financial 
straits. He mentioned an ex- 
perimental program under the 
Johnson administration. 


"Also when the government 


calls a firm to arms," he 
commented, "it detracts from

Defective Generators 
Affect Marine Corps 


WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


congressional 
report 
says 


hundreds of electric generators 
that broke down in combat in 
Vietnam were sold to the U. S. 
government under "a tangled 
web of contractor influence over 
Marine Corps personnel." 


The report, released Sunday 


by the House Armed Services 
investigating subcommittee, 
said: "The defective generators 
adversely affected the Marine 
Corps combat capability in 
Vietnam, and may have con- 
tributed to combat casualties." 


The subcommittee said the 


report, dealing "for the most 
part, with petty corruption in 
low places," has been turned 
over to the Justice Department 
for possible prosecution. 


"The persons involved might 


be classified as minor public 
officials, yet they effectively 
controlled the spending of 
millions of taxpayers' dollars," 
the report said. 


Makers of the generators said 


their products met all govern- 
ment requirements and blamed 
the problem on untrained 
Marine mechanics. 


Built by the Consolidated 


Diesel Electric Co. of old 
Greenwich, 
Conn., 
the 


generators turned up with 
missing pistons, loose screws, 
frayed wiring and cracked fuel 
tanks, according to the report. 


It said within seven months 


after shipment, the first 300 
units sent to Vietnam were out of 
commission. 


Failure of the generators, 


designed to power radar units 
for spotting enemy mortars near

lower bids submitted by two 
competitors, the report said. 


McLain, at the time director 


of 
the

procurement division, later did 
legal work for Ross, the report 
said. 


Subcommittee 
investigators 


estimated repairs to all the 
faulty generators would cost $2.6 
million. 


In its statement denying any 


wrongdoing, Consolidated said, 
"All generator sets were built to 
government specifications and 
under 
government 
super- 


vision." 


MORE ABOUT 
India, Russia 
undertake not to "enter into or 
participate in any military 
alliance directed against the 
other party."

Every normal boy sooner or 


later reaches the age when he 
wants girls to think well of him. 
When that time comes, all of a 
sudden it becomes very im- 
portant for the boy to have some 
straight information about girls.

Offhand, it would seem easy 


for most any boy to obtain this 
information direct from

Why Are Boys So Fickle? 


It's true that during the teens
